, REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. { 


This is certainly an important department of mission work, A 
brief sketch of the field: In the General Association of Texas there 
is @ territory as large as the states of Georgia and Alabama, which is 
in great need. It is estimated’ that not less than 100,000 people move 
into that district every year. Bro. Landrum writes of Louisiana : 
“* Remember, twenty-five parishes without a Baptist preacher! Six 
hundred thousand souls in L wisiana without the Guspel!” In New 
Orleans, with a population of 250,000, we have but two white 
churches. The Board desires to de a larger work among the colored 
people of the South. Space would fail us to tell of the destitution in 
Arkansas, Florida, the Indian Territory, New Mexico, Arizona, and 
prominent localities in older states. There is not an important point 
on the Mississippi river, from St. Louis to the Galf of Mexico, that 
has not asked for help. Besides all these, appeals for assistance are 
coming in from every quarter. Colonies of Swedes, Norwegians. 
Germans, and other foreigners, are filling up the great West, and they 
are bringing with them their skepticism, rationalism, and Catholicism. 
The receipts of the Board for the last conventional year have been 
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$66,414.47. About $48,000 of this amount have been spent for 
missions proper, the balance being used in support of schools, erecting 
buildings, ete. The following will show the work of the Board : 

Missionaries in different fields: Alabama, 2; Texas, 59; Tennessee, 
1; Mississippi, 1; Missouri, 1; Louisiana, 8; Indian Territory, 19; 
Georgia, 6; Florida, 28; California, 4; Arkansas, 12; Virginia, 3. 

Number of missionaries employed, 144; churches and stations, 338 ; 
weeks of labor, 3,540; sermons and addresses, 4,518; prayer meet- 
ings attended, 2,779; baptisms, 2,665: received by letter, 1,525; 
total additions, 4,190; Sunday schools, 141; teachers and pupils, 
5,387; miles traveled, 139,929: religious visits, 20,512: pages of 
tracts distributed, 165,499. 

The increase of the past year over the year before has been as 
follows: In laborers, 50 per cent.; in weeks of labor, 95 per cent.; in 
sermons and addresses, 150 per cent.; in Sunday schools, 250 per 
cent.; in teachers and pupils, 100 per cent.; in religious visits, 100 per 
cent.; in tracts distributed, 100 per cent.; in additions to churches, 
500 per cent.; in baptisms, 1,000 per cent. 

This report shows that for a less cost than $12 we have an addition 
to the church, while the report of the Home Mission Board of New 
York shows a cost of $28.55, and the ¢ ongregational Society a cost of 
$4 for each addition, Surely the field is ripe unto harvest. The 
Board calls for $100,000 to carry on its work the present year. Our 
state is apportioned $5,000 of this amount. Your committee insist 
that this Association give cheerfully their pro rata of that amount.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

Your Committee on Foreign Missions beg to report: That we be- 
lieve it to be our duty, under God, to give the gospel to the heathen. 
That Christ commands us to see that they have it. That those of us 
who cannot go ourselves ought to pay the way of those who can and 
will go. That the example of other denominations should excite us 
to greater efforts in this department of work. Many of these are far 
outstripping us in their.foreign mission labors. That the success of 

aptist missions should encourage us, being much greater than the 
success of any other denomination of christians. That the great 
opeaings now offered us should encourage us, the world being now 
ready to receive the gospel, and especial openings being now offered us 
in Mexico, North Africa, Brazil, China and Japan. 

Our missionaries number 31 Americans and 56 native assistants and 
Bible women on the field. Many more are needed and are called for. 
Five men and their wives are wanted to vecupy five cities in Mexico 
with 50,000 inhabitants each. In China nine men and their wives are 
wanted to occupy important centers; also, two men and their wives 
are wanted in Africa. To fill this great aud urgent demand the Board is 
able to send only about five men and two women, there being no money 
én hand to send any more. A great door was also opened to us in 
North Africa, where two ministers and the wife of one, being them- 
selves pedi\-baptists, were converted to the Baptist faith by the very 
converts they bad made from the heathen, and these stretch out their 
hands to ué for help, bnt we had to refuse them for want of means. 
Plenty of men can be found ready and willing to go to’ supply all 
these demands, but the Board has not the money to spare. 

The Board asks $8.000 of Mississippi for their work ‘this year. 
Your committee would recommend that this, Association make an 
effort to raise at least $500 as our share of this amount. That the 
ministers and pastors also be urgently requested to bring this subject 
before their churches, to instruct them in respect to their duty to the 
heathen, and both lead and encourage them in the way of obeying the 
Lord's command to “ preach the gospel to every creature.”

REPORT ON MISSISSIPPI COLLEGE. 

This institution is now in a prosperous condition. Those acquainted 
with its history know that under the blessings of God Mississippi 
College has done a grand work in our State. It has educated and sent 
out a large number of mivisters—men full of zeal and consecrated to 
the Master's work. Besides, there are many others, not ministers, 
occupying positions of honor and influence who have been educated 
and fitted for‘ their life-work at Mississippi College. These earnest 
ministers and laymen are to be found in all parts of our State. They 
have had much to do in unifying our people, and are active in all our 
denominational work. 

An effort is being made to endow the college. It is yroposed to 
raise $25,000 within two years. As contributions are colleeted they 
are deposited in a safe place, and at the expiration of the time speci- 
fied, if the full amount is not secured, the money is to be returned to 
the persons giving it. There is no risk in-this plan. If the endow- 
ment fails to be raised, every man gets his money back. It is to he 
hoped that our brethren in this part of the State will enter heartily 
into this important work.
